Na Conspiracy in the Ghetto Rioting 


. NE of the most important services 
rendered by the report of a presi- 
dential commission on the racial disturb- 
ances of 1967, was to demolish the basis 
of a belief popular 
among white Ameri- 
cans, This belief is 
known as the con- 
spiracy theory. As 
the seriousness of 
last year’s wave of 
outbreaks dawned on 
the public, it became 
evident that many 
among the white 
community preferred 
to take refuge by Purser 
imagining some sinister organizing influ. 
ence at work. If it should prove to be 
‘Communist, so' much the better. 

.The—conspiracy theory allows its 
partisans not to think about what life in 
the black community is like. And this 
*‘shutting-from-the-mind” syndrome is 

common in the United States. Reporters, 

a social workers and others .who make it 
their business to be acquainted with the 
black realities, are often questioned 
about their Observations at white middle- 
class social gatherings. They are just as 
often cut off in mid-reply, the questioner 
disturbed by anything too deep to be 
explained by. cliches about Negro lazi- 
ness or the feed for stronger police 
power, 

The president’s commissioners, 
headed by Gov, Otto Kerner of Illinois as 
chairman and Mayor John Lindsay of 
New. York as vice-chairman, obtained

and studied thousands of investigative 
documents from the Federal-Bureau of 
Investigation, the State, Defence, Treas- 
ury and Post Office Departments, the 
Internal Revenue *Service, and — the 
Central Intelligence Agency. They set up 
their own special investigating staff, 
which gathered information from ‘state 
and local law enforcement agericies and 
interviewed hundreds involved in the 
disturbances, including police officers, 
black militants and ghetto residents. 
They studied the role of domestic and 
foreign organizations dedicated to the 
incitement or encouragement of violence. 


They considered the incidents that 


triggered disorders, and searched for 
patterns in sniper activity, etc, They 
checked out hundreds of rumors. 

Their conclusion: . 

“The urban disorders of the summer 
of 1967 were not caused by, nor were 
they the consequence of, any organized 
(plan or ‘conspiracy.’ Specifically, the 
commission has found no evidence that 
all cr any of the disorders or the 
incidents that led to them were planned 
or directed by any organization or group, 
international, national or local.” 

Besides the commission’s work, inten- 


“sive investigations have been carried out 


by local police departments, grand 
juries, city and state committees, federal 
departments and agencies, and congres- 
sional committed; “None has thus far 
identified any organized groups’ as 
having initiated any riots during the 
summer of 1967.” - Sar

are unusual, irregular, complex and... 
unpredictable social processes, Like 
most humari events they do not unfold in 
orderly sequences."” 

If one generalization can be made, it 
4s that the 1967 disturbances were racial 
in character but were not inter-racial. 
They ‘did not pit white and.black mobs 
against each other, as was the case in 
the genuine race riots of Chicago in 1919 
and Detroit in 1943. The 1967 cases 
“involved Negroes acting against local 
symbols of white American society — 
‘authority and property — rather than 

_ against white persons.” 


Demanding a Share 


Despite the extremist rhetoric of 
Individual agitators who contributed to 
the poisonous atmosphere last summer, 
there was no general attempt to subvert 
the social order. Most participants, the 
report finds, seemed to be demanding 
“fuller -participation in the social order 
and the material benefits enjoyed by the 
vast majority of American citizens." 

While disorders often appeared to 
result from a single triggering incident, 
this seldom happened without pre- 
existing causes: ‘‘an increasingly dis- 
turbed social ‘atmosphere, in which 
typically « series of tensiin-heightening 
Incidents over a period of weeks or 
months became linked in the minds of 
many in the Negro community with a 
shared network of underlying griev- 
“ances,” 

The standard grievances +“ “abusive 
police practices, unemployment, ghetto. 
housing conditions — were often aggra- 
vated by incidents involving the police, 
or the inaction of mimicipal authorities 
on Negro complaints. When incidents 
recurred and tensions remained unre- 
solved, “there was a cumulative process 
in which prior incidents were readily 
recalled and grievances reinforced. 


Last Straws — 


"At some point in the mounting 
tension, a further incident — in Itself 
often routine or trivial — became the 
breaking point and the tension spilled 
over into violence.” 

The commission notes that ‘many 
grievances in the Negro community are 
based upon discrimination, prejudice, 
and powerlessness which Negroes often 
experience.’’ ‘ 

The word ‘powerlessness’: should 
perhaps be signalled out for special 
notice. When the commissioners said, as 
/tecorded above, that those involved in 
the 1967 incidents were attacking sym- 
bols of white American society ~— 
authority and property — they might 
just as well have said that they were 
attacking “white power." That is what 
it’s all about.

A psychiatrist complained in 
the legislature Tuesday that use 
of tranquillizers in the poultry 
industry not only makes chick- 
ens calm in the coop but tough 
on the table» 

“They taste like rubber," said 
Dr. Ray Parkinson (NDP—Van- 
couver Burrard) during debate | 
on agriculture estimates. 

He said tranquillizers are 
apparently used to iftcrease the 
weight and moisture content of 
chickens and expressed fear/ 
that “consumers are getting! 
rooked" as a result, 

The comments were part of a 
wide-ranging question on the 
feeding of additives to animals. 
He asked’ Agriculture Minister | 
Frank Richter for assurance | 
that there is adequate inspec- | 
tion and control of effects on| 
animals, produce and people of | 
such ‘substances as insecticides, | 
hormones and vitamins. | 

“So far as I know there is no} 
law to prevent tranquillizers 
being used,” Dr. Parkinson 
said, addang that chicken 
doesn't seem to taste as good as'| 
it used to. 

Mr. Richter replied that ‘to 
the best of my knowledge” 
tranquillizers are not included 
in feed of animals but that 
tranquillizer “‘implants”’ behind 
the ears of animals ape -com- 
mon, 

On insecticides, Dr. Parkinson | 
said “I agree we shouldn't have| 
a scare campaign” about resi-| 
dues. reaching human beings 
through ‘fodd, -but he pressed 
Mr. . Richter for information 
about controls. , 

“We must know exactly how 
we're judging the food we eat,""| 
he said. ‘‘We should be studying | 
the direct effect on the human| 
being.” 

Mr. Richter-said-a number of 
studies are under way either at| 
provincial or federal level and 
that the whole subject involved 
health authorities

: hs COMMUNITY GROUPS—SOLE PRESSURE WEAPON 


By PAT DUFOUR 

Voluntary organizations are 
the most important factor in 
women's struggle for equality. 

This is the opinion of Mrs. 
Lola Lange, who is in Victoria 
today. Mrs. Lange, one df the 
eight commissioners Serving 
on the Royal Commission on 
the Status“ of ~ Women, is 
convinced that women’s 
organizations have an effec- 
tive role to play in the reform 
of legal, economic and social 
congitions for women. 

“It is through the pressure 
of women’s groups that this 
commission was formed. 
Without them, women would 
have no effective voice.” 


UNIVERSITIES COULD HELP 


She’s disturbed at the uni- 
versal complaint that 
women’s organizations across 
Canada find it difficult to get 
new members, ae 
from the younger-agéd 
groups. Mrs, Lange is anxious 
to see some sort of training 
provided which would equip 
women to play effective roles 
in such organizations. She 
suggests that the extension 
departments of universities 
might well--previde—such—a 
program. 

The problem of retraining, 
says Mrs. Lange, is one with 
which the commission is 
deeply involved. Women are 
taking a larger part in the 
labor. force than ever before, 
yet opportunities for adequate 
‘training are still in ~ the 
woman's-place-is-in-the home 
stage. 


MORE TRADES NEEDED 
“There is all kinds of 
technical training available 
for boys, but how about girls? 
| Do they all have to end up 
being hairdressers, stenogra- 
phers or practical nurses?” 
She tells ‘of one union 
official in Ontario that told 
her that when women in her. 
plant were laid off, even when 
it was through no reason of 
their own, the opportunity for 
retraining was deplorably 


offered: to the men: They 
could get retraining only as 
stenographers. or book- 
keepers.

Sometimes it produces too 
mich thyroid hormone, which 
makes the pulse race and 
makes the woman feel warm 
and ill: and sleepless and 
perhaps makes her very ner- 
vous and toxic, and then the 
litle tumor shoutd .be 
removed. 

Also there is the exopthal- 
mic goiter, Ex means out, and 
Opthalmiec: refers to the eyes; 
hence the word means a 
goiter -which is full of hor- 
mone which pushes the eyes 
forward, This disease, if not 
treated, can seriously damage 
the heart. 

There is - another trouble 
which is a sort of inflamma- 
tion of .the. thyroid _gland— 
called Hashimoto's disease.

Recently, _ there. was. an 
editorial in the journal of the 


American Medical Association, 
in which the. author favored 
the treatment of hyperthyroid- 
ism (a eondition in which there 
is too much thyroid hormone) 
with an operation, A number of 
able physicians promptly 
wrote in disagreeing with this 
idea. 

They were in favor of using 
the so-called atomic cocktail, 
made -of radioactive iodine 
that accumulates in the thy- 
roid gland and there -can 
destroy it. However, several 
of the writers said that their 
only objection was that, they 
thought the editor should have 
admitted that both the opera- 
tion and the treatment with 
radioactive iodine have ad- 
vantages and disadvantages. 

The operation is a difficult 
one and hence should be 
performed only by a man who 
has been well trained in this 
field of surgery. He has to 
work in a very bloody field, 
ahd he has to avoid cutting 
one, of the important nerves 
which run .close behind the 
goiter, Injuring one of them 
will leave the person able only 
to whisper, Also, the surgeon 
must -take feat care not to 
remove the four tiny para- 
thyroid glands which lie back 
of the goiter, because their 
destruction. can bring on an 
often-troublesome disease. 

Another problem of the 
surgeon is that while taking 
out enough of the overly 
active gland to give .the 
woman health, he must try to 


. leave enough of it so that she 


will’not be left hypothyroid all 
her life, and compelled to 
take each day-a dose of 
thyroid hormone.

Does a person’s blood type change? 


A person’s blood is a compli- 
cated brew of assorted chemi- 
cals;“In a healthy body the 
ingredients are rich am chemi- 
cally balanced. Sickness causes 
many unhappy changes in a 
person's blood and the balanced 
recipe may lose some of its 
peppy bounce with age. But, so 
far as we know, a person’s 
basic blood type does not 
change throughout life. 

A person’s blood group is a 
very . important item in his 
medical history. In cases of 
surgery or serious accident, a 
patient may need a transfusion 
of blood from someone else to 
restore him to life. Bottles of 
red blood are donated and kept 
on hand for these’ emergencies. 


They are carefully labelled ac-} 


cording to their blood groups, 


because a patient can accept) 


only blood of a certain type. 
Whole blood from a donor must 
be the right type to mix with the 
blood of the patient. A transfu- 
sion of the wrong type causes the 
patient’s blood ‘to clot and the 
clumps could be fatal. 
Nowadays, certain types of 
transfusions can be done which 
do not depend on matching 


Have Blood Type 


The clumping of red cells is 
called “agglutinating.”” The 
problem occurs when certain 
agglutinogen substances in the 
red cells are mixed with certain 
agglutin proteins in the liquid 
plasitia> A sample of your blood 
reveals a compatible blend of 
these substances. This is true 
for everyone, But the blended 
recipes are not all alike. Certain 
agglutinogens in the person’s 
red cells may be forced to 
cause-@lumping by certain 
agglutinins in somebody else’s 
plasma. 

The agglutinating factors 
were classed at type A and type 
B, Your blood may- contain 
either of these factors, both of 
them or-none at all. You belong 
in a group A or B, in group AB 


or O—and there you stay. An O} 


type can give whole blood to 
anyone. An AB type can accept 
blood from aygyone. Other. mix- 
tures may bd disastrous. It is 
simple and Sensible to have 
your blood type on record in 
case of emergency.

Lives were saved 
after serious accidents, But with 
all this success, there were 
many miserable failures. Doc- 
tors could not understand why 
transfusions of whole blood 
were fatal to—certain patients 
and. lifesavers to others. So 
research . scientists analyzed 
blood samples from different 
people more closely. Not all 
blood, they discovered, is alike. 
Some types refuse to blend with 
others. When these types are 
mixed, the floating red cells 
clump together and the lumpy 
clots tend ‘to clog vessels in the 
patient's circulatory system.

EXECUTIONS AROUSE AFRICAN LEADERS 
‘Now Is Time to Crush Regime’

Bitter criticism» from many 
African Commonwealth coun- 
tries was heard today in the 
wake of Rhodesia's execution of 
three convicted Negro murder- 
ers despite the granting of a re- 
prieve by the Queer. 

Vice-President Daniel Moi. of 
Kenya said in Nairobi that

Tugs Still 
Battling + 
To Hook Up 


Two Victoria tugs were battl- 
ing a southeast gale today in a 
desperate effort to “save a 
smouldering, sinking tanker 160 
miles off the Washington coast. 

The- tugs Sudbury I and 
Island Monarch, both owned by 
Island Tug and Barge, were 
figitting’ 60-mile-an-hour winds 
and-high seas in an effort to put 
ea towline on the 23,000-ton 
Libérian oil tanker Mandoil IL. 

The Mandoil was holed and set 
afire in collision with a Japa- 
nese freighter in dense fog last 
Wednesday. 

GARBLED 

“Radio- communication with 
the two tugs has been garbled 
by .bad. weather,” said Gordon 
Elyorthy of Island Tug and 
Barge. ‘'The static is very bad 
and we've no word on pro- 
gress." 

“The tanker ‘is still driftiig 
towards the Washington coast at 
about-144knots,”’ Mr,-Elworthy. 
said, ‘‘and we've been uhable ‘to 
put:a crew back aboard her.” 

Duting Tuesday's operations, 
fibree gales snapped a towline 
connecting the smouldering 700- 
foot tanker with the Sudbury IZ. 

This morning a third tug, 
Island Sovereign, also owned by 
Island Tug and Barge, left 
Vieteria to assist in the salvage 
operation, 

Damage to the tanker Man- 
doil, consisted of a 100-foot gash 
from bow to bridge, four 
ruptured oil tanks, buckled and 
scarred steel plates and gutted 
superstructure and bridge. 

Eleven of the Mandoil’s 43 
créw are reported missing and 
presumed dead.
